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PREFACE. 


InFLExion of verbs in Sanskrit is so peculiarly difficult, 
that it mocks all attempts to master it. Rules, however 
judiciously framed, sit so loose upon them, that one finds 
hfnself often at a loss. Sanskrit text-books, now taught in 
our schools, give very excellent rules, which, it is hoped, will 
enablo pupils to get at the right forms of verbs. Experience, 
however, has shown that students of Sanskrit—even ‘the 
best of them—whose attention is necessarily divided, cannot 
readily apply with advantage the rules they have toiled 
hard to remember. Certainly, they cannot help it. Their 
attempts to bring Dhiturupfvali to their help, go some way 
to make up the deficiency. But this assistance is unhappily 
ton inadequate. It was to meet this requirement of stu- 
dents that my ‘Help to Memory’ was published some time 
back. It was made to include forms of all roots of the 
second and third conjugations only, as far as conjugational 
tenses were concerned. It answered the purpose exactly. 
It was rapidly circulated and was found to be practically 
useful. Being encouraged by this success, I have written 
these few pages. This book professes to teach forms of 
roots of all the ten conjugations, as far as conjugational 
tenses go. ltis hoped that students of Sanskrit will make 
the must of it. Let it not be supposed that this book is in 
any way intended to supersede the learning of rules; far 
from it. On the contrary, it is designed that it should serve 
for the elucidation and right understanding of the rules 
themselves. Should this book be found as practically useful 
as it is thought it will be, I will be glad to publish its 
second part, which treats of Non-conjugational Tenses and 
Derivative Verbs.

PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


The first part of the Guide to Sanskrit Verbs was pub- 
lished ten years ago, and had a rapid sale. I had an inten- 
tion of publishing the second part after some time, but 
plan was abandoned owing to the appearance of a larger 
book on the same subject. But since a promise of publish- 
ing the second part was given in the preface to the first 
part, demands are frequently made for the same. Moreover 
some experienced teachers and scholars of the Sanskrit 
language who happened to see the MS. of the second part 
desired me to publish it, and expressed their opinian that 
the book will be very useful to students. Considering 
this I gave permission to Mr. Janardan Mahadev Gurjar to 
publish both the parts in one volume. 


In the second part are treated the non-conjugational 
tenses and moods and derived verbs. As the outlines of 
Geography and History are taught before a student begins 
to learn minute facts and events, so the general nature of 
Sanskrit verbs is given in the beginning, in order that the 
learner may know the scope of the subject he has to learn. 
The technical and significant names of tenses and moods, 
such as @%, qaaTt, &c., are also given in the beginning, so 
that the student may be able to understand them when they 
occur in the commentaries of the Kavyas which he reads. 
Although the Denominative andthe Frequentative are of 
rare occurrence, a general knowledge of them is indispen- 
sably necessary for a student, as sometimes they occur even 
in common books such as Hitopadesha, and others. Of the 
derivative words only the participles are given in the Ap- 
pendix, others being easy are omitted. Also an alphabetical 
list of important roots is given at the end of the book.

-In conclusion, it may be said that no labour has been 
spared to make this little book most useful to the learner, 
Several defects, however, the writer is aware, may still be 
found which if pointed out will be thankfully removed in 
future.

In the first part we will treat only of the conjugational tenses 
of primitive verbs.

The proper use of Parasmaipada and Atmanepada should be 
learnt from a dictionary. | 

There are several roots which, though Parasmaipadi, take 
Atmanepada when certain prepositions (xq) are prefixed to them ; 
as Tafa P. becomes saa A. after the prepositions fx, F<; and 
frara P. becomes fyarg A. after the preposition Fy. 

Also there are a few Atmanepadi verbs which take Parasmaipada 
after some prepositions ; as Taaq Atm. becomes Tafa after the pre- 
positions, fy, 3%, ft, and Fq. 

Those roots which take either pada should be used in Atmane- 
pada when the fruit or consequence of the action expressed by the 
verb accrues to the agent (a@amifart Prarae ) and, in Parasmai- 
pada when it does to any other person or thing than the agent. As 
aad (the sacrificer) sacrifices (for himself); asf he ( the priest ) 
sacrifices ( for somebody else ).
